Lester's artificial personality. Sometimes, it 
seems that Lester has a mind of his own. 





The first time he encounters an enemy or 
dangerous situation, Lester may turn and run 
back a short distance. Don’t panic. Just take 
control and send him back into the face of 
danger. Be careful, though. Lester’s fear can 
be a useful warning to you. On the second 
encounter he'll wimp-walk toward the danger.
